2. The twelve diſciples before mentioned were 
 rebaptized.' When Paul enlightened them into the 
nature of John's baptiſm, and told them that his bap=- 
tiſm was only introductory to Chriit ; then they 
- were immediately rebaptized. This proves to a de- 
monſtration that John's baptiſm was not New Tef-. 
tament baptiſm. For had it been the ſame kind of 
baptiſm uſed in the New Teſtament, it would have 
been needleſs and unwarrantable to repeat irt. 
After Chriſt aroſe from the dead he commiſſion- 
_ ed his diſciples to teach all nations, baptizing them 
In the nameof the Father, and of the Son,and of the 
holy Ghoſt. But John could not baptize Chriſt is 
Bit own name + it were tao abſurd: to ſuppoſe it. 
Therefore it is ſufficiently plain the Trinity was not 
named in John's baptiſm ; Which makes it clear 
that bis baptiſm was not the ſame that is uſed in the 


New Teſtament. * 


6. This truth is yet confirmed, becauſe John's 


' baptiſm begun and ended under the Old Teitament 
diſpenſation. In the Prophets it is ſpoken of as that 
_ which ſhould take place before the coming of the 

_ Meſſiah; and in the Exangeliſts it ſtands recorded 
as compleated accordingly z that every thing rel. 
rine, miracles, life, death 
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_ Chriſt intimated that he would not commune with * 
them in this adminiſtration before his death, ay he 
ſhould do; after the New Teſtament was confirmed 
| by his blood. For the goſpel, or New Teſtament 
diſpenſation, could not begin until Chriſt 'was 
nailed to the Crofs. Heb. Ix. 16. For where a 
teſtament'is, there muſt alſo of neceſſity be the death tk 
It muſt be allowed then, beyond all diſpute, that 
the legal-diſpenſation, with all the Jewiſh rites, con- 
tinued through the miniſtry of Chriſt even to his 
death: and that the whole of the Jewiſh law, was in 
full force untilthe yail ofthe temple wasrenitintwain. 
Chriſt, throughout his whole life, both yielded 
and taught obedience to the ceremonial-part of the _ 
law. He attended he appointed feaſts, and celebrat- 
ed the Jewiſh paſſover. To the cleanſed leper he 
ſaid Matt. vir. -4. But go thy way, ſhew thyſelf to 
the Prieſt, ad offer the gift that Moſes. command- 
ed, for a teſtimony unto them. Chriſt was born a 
Jeu, he lived a Jew, and died a ew. Rom. x. 
8. Now I ſay, that Jeſus Chriſt was a miniſter of 
the circumeiſion, for the truth of God, to confirm 
the promiſes made unto the fathers.“ Thus 8 
pears beyond all contradiction, that John's baptiſm 
begun and ended under the Old Teſtament; and 
that it all appertained'to the legal diſpenſation. - 
John was the laſt prophet who appeared before © 
Chriſt, and he was ſent as his forerunner and me. 
ſenger, to prepare his way, and point him out to 
the Jewiſh nation, as the expected Meſſiah and Sa- - 
viour. But he lived and died before New Telta- 
ment times; and therefore his baptiſm is not New 
Teſtament or chriſtianbaptiſm, which is now ſuf- 
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Fir. We learn from what has been preſented, 
that the ends and deſigus of Chritt's baptiſm are en
